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Nizer Attacks Mark Lane’s Book

MARK Lane, whose best- 
selling book contends the 
Warren Commission failed to 
solve President Kennedy’s 
murder, has been accused of 
“outrageous and slanderous 
accusations * . puny nit- 
picking and incorrect at 
that.” 

1 The charge came from At- 
torney Louis Nizer, who said 
in a pre-taped television de- 
bate that Lane’s book “Rush 


has “be- 
smirched the American repu- 
tation, 1 * 

“I have not besmirched the 
American people/ 1 Lane re- 
torted, “Toadies — who toad- 
ied to the American es- 
tablishment “ who accept 
the conclusions of a false re- 
port, they are the ones who 
besmirch the American repu- 
tation, They are the ones.** 
The debate pitted Lane 


against Nizer and Albert E. 
Jenner Jr,, assistant counsel 
to the Warren Commission, 
and Alfredda Seobey, a staff 
member, Nizer is a widely 
known New York trial law- 
yer who wrote an analysis 
and commentary on the War- 
ren Report. 

The program featured a 
defense of the Warren Com- 
mission, as a rebuttal to a 
Nov. 12 program in which 
critics of the Warren Report 


were in the majority, includ- 
ing Lane, 

Chief Justice Earl Warren 
and his commission held Lee 
Harvey Oswald solely re- 
sponsible for the 1%3 assassi* 
nation of Kennedy in Dallas, 
Nizer declared: 

“There has' never been so 
thorough a criminal investi- 
gation in the world's history. 
This report is a hundred : 
times more specific than any 
trial could have been/* 

To which Lane replied: 

“The report is indefensi- 
able, and perhaps those who 
are best acquainted with it 
are aware of that . , , we 
must think for ourselves/*
